the miſery of the childe,Who can tellwhe- 
ther God will have mercie on mee, that the 
ehilde may live ? The praiers of the Faith- 
full are never without fruit, though 
ſometimes they bring it not forth * the 

ame 
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fame kind that we defire. God knowes- 
whit is better for-us than we our felyes. 


- Thechildewasnot for Davids keeping, 
and therefore the Lord will have himto- 
himſelfe ; Death is ſent, and fetches him 
away: what faies Davidto this now? 
Sure: he that was fo. paſſionate when 


the childe was but ſicke,will now grow - 
outragious when hee heares of his 


death. This is indeed the' temper of 
worldly minds ;but Davids heart was

The whole 
head'is ſicke,the whole heart is faint, 
fromthe ſole of the foot even tothe 
crowne of the head {there is no ſound- 
neſſe; but wounds, and bruiſes , and 
putrified ſores. Our wounds have not 
been cared with the infufion of oyle, 
like the mansthat lay betwixt Ieri- 
cho 8& Ferufalem;they have not been 
cloſed nor bound up , nor mollified 
with ointmeyt, as the ſame Prophet 
ſpeaks ina ſpirituall ſenſe, and we 
find it true in a literall. I know that 
in my ſelfe, faith Saint Paw, there 
dwelleth no goodnefle ; we mayalter 
the words, and ſay, we know that in 
our fleſh dwells no ſoundnefle nor 
health: it may ſojourne or” lodge 
there for atime , burfor any ſettled

hath none: beweat. what coſt” .we 
ill tor the entertaining of it ; let 
us-bribe our Phyſatians tothe wa- 
fiingof our eſtates, they cannot pre- 
ferne our bodies-fromachand rotten- 
nefle. Sicknefles,and death, were the 
curſes that God laid upon our firſt 
Parents diſobedience, .To the Wo- 
man firſt, I will-encreaſethy ſor- 
rowes & thy.conceptions-: in ſorrow 
ſhaltthou bring forth children. And 
then to eAdam;In:forrow ſhalt thou 
cate all ;dayes -of thy life; jn the 
{weate of thy face ſhaltthou eatethy 
bread, till thowreturne to the carth, 
Sinneſet thefoure elements: in our 
bodies, and the harmony of our tem- 
| "= atoddes ;their contjnuall com- 
bate creates daily diſeaſes, fo as we 
are {till ſicke. And beſides the malis- 
nity that ſinne infuſcd into the body 
It ſelte, thereare vitiating and infe.- 
ſting qualities, diffuſed by the ſame 
finne over all -the creatures that 
ſhould nouriſh it : there is a root of 
Intemperance in our appetite, that 
ſucks unyholeſomeneſle out of theſe 
Ee AY nou- 


nouriſhments; that arein themſelyes 
goodand conſervative. Sucha bod 

provoked by ſuchan appetite, to feeds 
on ſuchnouriſhment,mnſtneeds make 
the Phyſitianneceffary, and bring forth 


a large harveſt of difeafes, Nature is - 


corrupted, and therefore tends to cor- 
ruption ; the end of corruption is 
death, theway to death is ſickneſſe.So 
long then as we' have ſuch a naturea- 
bout us, wecannotthinke it ſtrange,if 
ſickneſſe doe often ſeize on us,A cor- 
rupt fountaine cannot ſend forth ſweet 
water, nor a corrupt nature maintaine 
a healthy conſtitution, The ſeeds of 
ſickneſs areſownein ournature by our 
Parents,when they beget ys,8 they lie 
larking in our veines& bones,waiting 
every occaſion to invade our health, 
and to cut off the thread of our life ; 
though ſometimes we percejue them 
not, yet in our fleſh they are, and will 
neuer remoove their ſeige untill they 
have given us an overthrow. Colubros 
in ſinu fovemus, Wecarry fcorpions 
inour boſomes, And as it was faid of 
Tfrael, perditio txa ex te, thy deſtruCti- 
pn is from thy ſelte ; ſo are weauthors 
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Job. 14.2 
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of ours»: The bodyof man is nothing 


but a coxgeries, a heap of infixmities; 
as Martial faid of /Zoilms, 
Non vitioſs homo es; Zoile, ſed vitium, 
Thou art -not vicious, bur yiceit ſelfe, 
So I fay tothe body of man, thouart 
not diſeaſed,but a diſeaſe itſelfe:good + 
neſſe, mercy, iuſtice, doe not onely be- 
lonsto the nature of. God, but are the 
very Being and Eſſence of hit ; he is 
notonly good,but goodnefle ; not per- 
fe, but perfe&ion : ſoon the contra- 
ry,itis not much improper to fay,that 
we are not only miſerable, but miſery; 
not ſicke, but ſickneſſe it ſelfe. ' Home

#*finite. Man that is borne of a woman, 
is of ſhort continuance, and full of 


trouble: when we are: in our beſt

Fa- 
ſting is a good preparation to devo= 
tion,and ever lirongly inlinuates, 6c 
furthers a'grant ; I place no merit 
in it, but'tis an excellent preparative 


 todevotion. And 1 ſhal ever beleeves 
thoſe good men,that faſt moſt. The 


beſt of men that ever were,upon ex- 
mination of the Scriptures,you will 
findeto be the greateſtfaſters ; Moſes 
that talked with God, Ela thatin a 
fyerie chariot went to God , Chriſt 
himſelfe that was God. I dare ſay,that 


the perverſe humour of, dainty fee- 


ding,is as odious to God,as contrary 
to the Jawes of the Church: neyther 
do l ſeehow men can moreſtrongly 
make their belly their god, than by 
yeelding 


yeelding more obedience to their 
carnall appetice,than their ſpirituall 
| Commander, ps ©: genueeſt 
Cal.in Num. #72 manducare, cum debemus jeinnare, 
tum gandere,ctm oportet flere. equal> 
ly deteſt the ambition of the Papilt, 
and the perverſenefſeof the Puritan, 
and therefore deſire to barre the one 
from all thought of merit, and the 
other from the opinion of licenti- 
ouſnetle, Vitanda ſuperſtitio, ſervan- 
da abinentia,Let us fall;and "tis com- 
mendablezif not ſuperſtitiouſly, Holo- 
phernes intending the overthrow of 
his belieged enemies, diverts the , 
courſe of their ſprings, and cuts off 
the convoy of their proviſion.if we 
willconquer our crofie paſhons and 
aftetions that fight againſt us , wee 
mult weaken their ſtrengthby faſting 
and abſlinence. .

knowledge, was a kind of command 
of abſtinence ; the breaking of it , 
_ broughe 
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brought all miſery intothe world,the, 
remedie is the practiſe of that which! 
he in Paradiſe violated. Phylick doth 
cure by contraries, there is no betteg 
receipt for a ſurfeit,than faſting. :Ou 
firſt Parencs gluttony hath Tleas'd | 
our ſoules, and bodies, and wee can- 
not finde abetter meanes of recovery, 
than abſtinence: their ryot drove us 
"out of Paradiſe, our abſtinence will 
polleſſe us of a better place., . Quem 
laxuriando provacavimus , abftinendo 
placemus. - Letus humble thoſe bo- 
dies with faſting, which exceſſe and 
intemperance hath made rebels to 
their Creator. . -When a man hath 
commitred a ſinne, he hath incurred. 
the wrath of God,and rendred hims 
ſelfe liable to eternall damnation, 
there is no way to take away this. 
wrath and puniſhmenr,but by repen«, 
tznce; and what is repentance; but a, 
 diſavowing of the ſinne wee have. 
committed,and being ſorry thatwee, 
have committed it, and a wiſhing it 


uncommitted ? Quempenitet peccafſe, Seneca, 


pee ef innocens , _ Hearty penitence 
_ doth 
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doth extenvate,if not annihilatethe 
greareſtfault, And though ſorrow, 
and teares, and affliction of the ſoule, 
which ſhould be us'd in faſting, are 
notthingsinthemſelvesplealing unto 
God,yet becauſe they arearguments 
that we hate our ſin;& ſincerely wiſh 
it undone,and take akinde of holy 
revengeupon our ſelves for commit- 
eingit, they are acceptable in his 
fight, andif attended with fervent 
prayers, *motives to accelerate and: 
procure an abfolution for it. The 
end of faſting , is either to obtaine 
ſome goodthat we wantyor to eſcape 
ſome evill which weeither feele, or 
feare.Good ts either ordinary,or ex- 
traordinary: ordinary good 18 obtai- 


ted by ordinary devotions ; theſe. 


cannot bee joined with faſting , be- 
cauſe they are to be daily. For extra- 
ordinary bleſſings we muſt uſe extra- 


ordinary devotions , and,like /acod,
